Brief Description of Argument to be Presented: Wood "007 requires flashing four 
flush cards to alert player with "every" randomly generated four flush card displayed. 
Adapting Wood '007 to the claimed invention the flashing occurs not with "every" four card 
display, but only random ones. The present invention adds a second level of "randomness" 
not found in Wood , 007. A proposed amended claim 1 clarifies that the displayed decision- 
making round is randomly selected (which is prior art and well known) follows:
